NO MORF. PICKED JURIES. 

A dispatch trom Washington Cit) 
gives the gratifying intelligence that 
che Government has under consideration 

proposition to prevent Marshals from 
peking the juries for the United States 
Courts a practice which has been great- 
ly abused in several of the Souther 
States. 

We have frequently discussed through 
these columns the evils incident to the 
present system of selecting Federal ju 
ries Which obtains in this State, and 
moreover have shown, es we think suc 
cessiully, that the system is not only 
fraught with great wrong in itself but 
is in direct violation of the law ef Con- 
gress on the subject. 

Under the practice now in 
vogue in this State the Federai 
juries are picked by the Marshal. 
Chey are selected not on account 
of their fitness, character or qunlitica 
“ions, but their partisan bias. Oi th 
Federal juries which have been impan- 
ucled in this city under the presen: 
Administration, it will be interesting t. 
know how many Conservatives weie 

ound among them. It is rare to find 
more than three or four out of the whole 
panel, and in some instances not even 


The law of Congress requires juror- 
u the Federal Court “ to be designaced 
by lot, or otherwise,in each State reapec- 
tively, according to the mode of setecting 
juries therein practiced. 

The mode of choosing jurors in the 
State Courts of North Carolina is by 
jot, and this system according to 


the law of Congress, was carried 
out in the Federal Courts held 
for this State, until such Courts 


were discontinued in 1861 on account 
of the war. The same procedure was 
also practiced here directly after the 
war, and was only departed from 
when Judge Chase ordered the Marsha 
to summon jurors without regard to 
co.or, but possessing the other qual- 
ifications required by the law. 

Under cover of this order, the Mar- 
shal has ever since been in the habii 
ot picking his jurors, although we do 
not think he has any authority to do 
20. 

The law of Congress requires Feder- 
a jurors to be chosen by lot, when that 
is the custom in the State Courts. 
Where the State law allows the Sheriff 
to pick the jurors, then the Marshal 1s 
justified and required to proceed in the 
same manner. But where the law does 
not permit this, as in the case in our 
State Courts, then the Marshal cannot 
legaliy do so, such juries are not law lui. 
und it seems to us their verdicts are 
nullities. 

In order to give no pretexts to the 
Marshal for continuing his unauthorized 
and unlawful method of picking juries, 
we Called the attention of the Legislu- 
ture to this matter. and suggested the 
passage of a law requiring the Clerks o! 
our counties to furnish the Federal Court 
u list of persons qualified to serve as 
State jurors. This would deprive the 
Federal Court of apy excuse for not 
complying with the law ot Cong ress in 
requiring the juries to be chosen by lot. 
in conformity with our State laws, 

We hail with pleasure the movement! 
at the seat of Government looking to 
the abolition of picked juries in the 
Federal Coutts—a system which has 
already done incalculable evil in this 
State, and under the operation of which 
the ends of justice and right have been 
shamelully frustrated.
